SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Untitled video recording known as Panansonic Compact Video Cassette Super 
HG Brandis classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to the immediate 
family members depicted in this publication who are over the age of eighteen years. 

The classification is due to the manner in which the publication treats matters of sex, in 
the form of the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The video recording is 
a private compilation tape which records family events. It also contains a very brief 
sequence which contains sexual activity between two adults. The Classification Office 
has concluded that the brevity and poor quality of the depiction of the activity in 
question is such that the publication as a whole could not reasonably be said to 
promote or support or tend to promote or support this activity. The material in question 
is not recorded in a manner, or at a level of quality, that would make it suitable for any 
commercial exploitation or use. 

The Classification Office must have regard to the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) and give such available meaning to the interpretation of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993, in particular the meaning of the words 
"promotes" and "supports", as impinges as little as possible upon freedom of 
expression. In giving full weight to the right to freedom of expression set out in s14 of 
the NZBR Act, the Classification Office considers that the dominant effect of the 
publication is such that a brief depiction of sexual activity in association with urination 
does not lead to the publication as a whole, promoting or supporting or tending to 
promote or support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 
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
